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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35U.S.C. 121 and 3 72 . 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 16-26 is drawn to a flux for soldering. 
Group II, claim(s) 27-38 is drawn to a soldering process. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: Groups I and II share the following features. A flux 
for soldering comprising a liquid base material comprising a resin component which is dissolved 
in a solvent, an active component which removes an oxide and a metal powder made of a metal 
of which melting point is higher than that of a solder material which forms the solder portion and 
the flex contains the metal powder in an amount in the range between 1% and 9% by volume 
based on a volume of the flux. 

These features are not special technical features because they are taught by US 
2002/0185309 Imamura et al. (cited in IDS). Imamura teaches a flux made of a resin and a 
solvent (paragraphs [0065] and [0066]), an active component, an acid anhydride hardener or an 
amine hardener (paragraph [0066]), a metal powder such as gold or silver (paragraph [0064]),

and the metal powder in an amount between 1% and 20% by volume, encompassing the claimed 
range of l%-9% (paragraph [0078]). 

3. A telephone call was made to Matthew Jacob on September 3, 2008, to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
